The Department Commerce has undertaken the prepara- 
tion dictionary handbook specifications for supplies 
purchased Federal, State and Municipal Governments and 
public institutions, with the object view bringing about 
the widespread use specifications these agencies 
basis purchase for supplies. This work grew out meet- 
ing May, 1923, State purchasing agents from all over 
the country, which the cooperation the various States 
was assured. June conference various national 
organizations interested purchase specifications from the 
point view both producer and consumer was held for 
the purpose organizing Advisory Committee cooperate 
this work. The Society represented the Advisory 
Committee Vice-President Fulweiler. 

The Department Commerce now preparing classified 
list some 5000 specifications interest public purchasing 
officials, which proposed send the interested organ- 
izations and individuais for comment that may made 
complete possible before publication. list has also 
been prepared 20,000 items interest Federal, State 
and Municipal Governments and public institutions for which 
there should specifications. Thus approximately per cent 
the supplies purchased are not covered specifications.

prepared have given assurance that they will welcome its 
appearance and actively its preparation. 


Standardization the Marine Field

Progress Its 


The Joint Committee Investigation Phosphorus and 
Sulfur Steel has recently issued Publicity Statement 
describing the status various projects that comprise 
its investigations date. The following abstracts cover 
matters not previously abstracted the BULLETIN. 


Effect Sulfur Rivet Steel 

The preliminary report the Joint Committee this 
subject appears the Am. Soc. Testing Mats., 
Vol. 22, Part pp. 94-126 (1922). Since the publication 
this report the following supplementary studies have been 
made: 

The fatigue properties these steels determined 
alternating tension and compression endurance tests and alter- 
nating torsion tests are being studied the laboratory the 
Naval Engineering Experiment Station. 

The metallographic studies originally made this material 
are being supplemented further studies the relative quantity 
inclusions the various heats. Prints are being 
prepared showing such inclusions, and endeavor being made 
represent each heat composite photomicrograph made 
from separate prints obtained from number specimens from 
each heat. Indications point the importance careful 
study these inclusions. 

Analyses for oxygen are being made the Bureau 
Standards samples taken from specimens being studied 
micrographically.

Effect Sulfur Structural Steels 

The structural steel for these tests was furnished the 
Cambria Steel Co. October, 1921, and May, 1922, 
announced No. (January 30, 1922). Tests 
duplicate the laboratories Watertown and 
the Naval Engineering Experiment Station are nearing 
completion and preliminary report expected made 
the 1924 annual meeting. 


Effect Sulfur Forging Steels 

The material this group comprises forging steels and was 
manufactured the Jones and Laughlin Steel Co., Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., April, 1923, under the immediate supervision 
the committee. Seven heats open-hearth steel 
were accepted the committee follows: Carbon, 0.45- 
0.57; manganese, 0.54-0.69; phosphorus, 0.011-0.056; and 
sulfur contents 0.028, 0.032, 0.042, 0.045, 0.059, 0.073 
and 0.101 per cent. The sulfur “residual” sulfur. 

The complete history each heat steel known. The 
sulfur was introduced the form high-sulfur pig and scrap. 
Three ingots were poured from each heat for the use the 
committee. From these ingots, after 50-per-cent discard, 
were secured from each heat 1-in. rolled bars, 2-in. hammered 
bars and 8-in. pressed rounds.

Long Column Timber Tests 


Tests 12-in. 24-ft. southern yellow pine and 
Douglas fir timbers are under way the Forest Products 
Laboratory, Madison, Wis., cooperation with the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association. The purpose these 
tests study column formulas and laws, obtain data 
the effect density and defects, such knots and shakes 
columns, and with these data basis recommend safe 
working stresses for structural columns. The testing program 
outlined covers four-year period and will include tests 
both green and air-dried material, ranging quality from 
clear and dense very defective and light-weight material. 
The timbers required for the program are divided into four 
shipments for delivery the laboratory approximately 
six months intervals. Tests have been completed two 
shipments green southern yellow pine and one Douglas 
fir. About two years more will required before all the 
tests are completed.

Committee D-13 Textile Materials met the Society’s 
headquarters for the first time Friday, October 26.

Electrical Yarns and Sewing Thread 

The report .on specifications for electrical yarns was pre- 
sented Sub-Committee VII Yarn, Thread and Twine. 
Prepared originally independent committee which 
recently became part Committee D-13, aroused great 
deal discussion, especially with respect the skein method 
testing electrical yarns, provided the report, versus the 
single-thread method, and the recommended standard mois- 
ture regain per cent. The report was finally referred 
back the sub-committee with the request that the sugges- 
tions offered the meeting considered and the specifica- 
tions put into form for further action the next meeting. 

Specifications for tolerances and test methods for cotton 
sewing threads were also submitted Sub-Committee VII 
and after discussion, were referred back for reconsideration.

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Corrosion Tests Non-Ferrous Metals 


Committee B-3 Corrosion Non-Ferrous Metals and 
Alloys, meeting held the Society’s headquarters Octo- 
ber 25, formulated program cooperative tests for the pur- 
pose developing proper corrosion tests these materials. 
Four kinds tests will made: Total Immersion, Alternate 
Spray, and Accelerated Electrolytic Tests. Six 
metals and alloys (nickel, lead, copper, aluminum and 
admiralty metal) will tested each method, using the 
following six solutions: (1) Sodium chloride, (2) 
acid, (3) acid, (4) sodium hydroxide, (5) ammonium 
hydroxide and (6) potassium dichromate. Test specimens 
will 2.5 0.25 em. size, with }-in. hole drilled 
in. from the end the specimen for suspension. For elec- 
trolytic tests the specimens will cm. long. solutions 
will made exactly normal Pyrex glass with freshly 
boiled distilled water and stored Pyrex glass flasks and 
stoppered with rubber stoppers. All tests will run 
temperature 1°C. The material will obtained 
the form sheets in. wide in. long, and approx- 
imately 0.10 in. thickness. All sheets will rolled from 
the same consecutive ingots, and careful will kept 
the steps the manufacture.
